Price, lately dismissed from office as 
Surveyor-General for Arizona, has re- 
turned, after several months spent in 
California, for the betterment of fail- 
ing health. He absolutely denies wrong- 
doing in office, and announces his in- 
tention of going to Washington and 
fighting for vindication. Specifically, he 
was removed for accepting extra pay 
for work done in his office after office 
hours, rushed at the request of persons 
willing to pay doubly for speed. In an- 
swer to this Mr. Price quotes as au- 
thority section 10 of an act of June 7, 
1900, which provides that, “when the 
work in the Surveyor-Genera!'s office is 
congested, the clerks can perform work 
out of office hours.” He insists that 
“We simply tracked the law, and fol- 
lowed the precedents of my prede- 
cessors, and of every other Surveyor- 
General in the West. The same policy 
has been followed in Arizona for years.” 
He claims a “dirty game of politics” 
was followed in order to get him out of 
the way for the appointment of a 
kinsman of the General Land Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Price takes all the blame 
upon his own shoulders, and from 
those of W. E. Murphy, who had been 
his chief clerk, and who was summar- 
ily dismissed before final action was

PURE-MILK CRY. | 

The cry for pure milk has sounded 
from Los Angeles to Phoenix. It has 
been found that the milkmen have been 
using preservaline“ and formaldehyde 
and various other fixings in the vended 
fluid, in order to keep it relatively 
sweet during the warm season. The 
creameries everywhere are said to have 
the same method for keeping butter 
from getting rancid. Health Officer 
Plath has teen on the wa th for a 
couple of weeks, and has atcumulated 
samples from every dairyMan in the 
business here. His report, not yet given 
to the City Council, has been antici- 
pated by unanimous action of the 
dairymen. They have bound them- 
selves to use no preservatives. And 
while they were in meeting they util- 
ized the opportunity to raise the price of 
milk from 6 cents a quart to & cents. 
Possibly a trade secret is divulged in 
the milkmen’s advertisement of the 
rise in price, which rise is innocently 
stated to be due to “the scarcity of 
help, advance in price of water and the 
fact that milk has long been sold too 
cheap.”

FIGHT FOR SUPREMACY ENDS IN 
STATE CONVENTION. 


— -- — 


President Roosevelt Endorsed for Re- 
nomination and His Stand for Law, 
Order and Equal Rights Praised. 
Chief Justice Campbell Renominated. 


— — — 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


DENVER (Colo.) Sept. 2.—Former 
United States Senator Daward O. Wol- 
cott won a decisive victory today in 
the contest before the Republican 
State Central Committee between the 
rival factions in this city and after- 
ward in the State convention. The 
Committee, by a vote of 71 to 18, placed 
the Wolcott delegates on the tempor- 
ary roll call of the convention, and the 
convention by a unanimous vote made 
the temporary roll call permanent. No 
Opportunity was given the anti-Wol- 
cott delegation to make a contest do- 
fore the convention. 

Wolcott was chosen temporary chair- 

man of the convention without oppo- 
sition, and in a carefully-prepared 
speech denounced his opponents in the 
Republican party. A strongly-worded 
resolution indorsing President Roose- 
velt for re#iection to the Presidency 
in 1904 was unanimously adopted with- 
out reference to the Committee of 
Resolutions. Only one office—that of 
Justice of the Supreme Court—is te 
be filled at this year's election, and for 
this Chief Justice John Campbell was 
honored with nomination by acclama- 
tion. 
Interest in the convention was as 
great as if an entire State ticket, in- 
stead of merely a candidate for Justice 
of the Supreme Court, were to be 
nominated. It was practically settled 
in advance that Chief Justice Camp- 
Dell, whose term expires next year, 
would be honored with renomination, 
but a bitter contest was being waged 
for the control of the party organiza- 
tion in Denver and the State. 

When Chairman D. B. Fairley called 
the State Central Committee to order 
eighty-nine members were present, 
only seven counties not being repre- 


except Denver were accepted, there be- 
no Other contests. 
he contest in Denver was then taken 
up. Only two speeches of three min- 
utes each were Allowed to each side. 
After the speech-making « motion was 
made that the list of delegates selected 


| at the Tabor Operahouse, known as the 


Wolcott delegates, should be certified 
to and entered upon the temporary roi 
call of the convention.» A sum-motion 
that the committee certify to neither 
list was lost by a rising vote, and the 
original motion carried 
mediately adjournment 
the Turner Hall, where the State con- 
vention met. 

Edward O. Wolcott was introduced as 
temporary chairman of the convention, 
and he made a ringing speech. He said 
there was no reason for wheels within 
wheels in the Republican party, and no 
person was so near the President of 
the United States that sunshine of 
patronage could filter only through him. 
There was no argument at all before 
the people regarding the election of 
any man to the United States Senate 
or keeping him out. Colorado in every 
way, olcott declared, was for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The Republican party 
in the State, he said, would never sur- 
render ite organization to the corpora- 
tions. 


State Chairman Fairley made a few 
remarks. The temporary roll call was 
made the permanent roll call by unan- 
imous vote. Judge N. Walter Dixon 
was chosen permanent chairman, and 
in an address condemned political dem- 
agosuery, especially Populism and So- 
clalism, 

John W. Springer introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: ' 

“Colorado Republicanism stands for 
progressiveness, We believe in lead- 
ers who do ha- and who keep the 
wheels of industry moving, rather than 
clogged with doubts, fears ard pre- 
dictions of revolutions of business. One 
fearless leader is Theodore Roosevelt. 
Colorado Republicans in State conven- 
tion hereby tender him a Bnanimeve 
nomination for President of the United 
States in 1904, and also pledge the 
electoral vote gf Colorado for Re- 
publican ticket.” 

A Committee on Resolutions was ap- 

nted, and a recess was taken until 
o'clock. At the afternoon session, 
John Campbell, present Chief Justice, 
was nominated by acclamation to suc- 
ceed himself in the Supreme Court. 
convention a r after 
adopting a platform which is in part 
as follows: 

“We cannot meet without sending our 
greetings to Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, 
the President of the United States. We 
approve with pride his splendid ad- 
ministration, his high and patriotic 
purposes, and renew here our devotion 
to the principles which he represents 
and which he has so patriotically exem- 
plified in the splendid administration 
which he has given to the whole coun- 
try. We particularly approve and 
commend his respect and devotion to 
law and order, the efforts he has made 
to bring all persons, rich and poor, 
alike in obedience to it, and within 
its protection and power. 

“We denounce in unmeasured terms 
the outrageous violation of the election 
laws by the Democratic party in the 
city of Denver, the flagrant and open 
misuse of the police in the ballot-box 
stuffing and arrest of disinterested and 
patriotic citizens in their effort to pre- 
vent crime and to preserve.the purity 
of the ballot. We likewise denounce 
in the strongest terms all persons aid- 
ing and abetting in these crimes and 
we pledge the Republican party to use 
every means in its power to bring the 
criminals to justice.”

Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 

A great Russian diplomat recently 
observed: “These are not healthy 
times for rulers in the Balkans. Even 
more sinister, as regards Prince Ferdle 
nand of Bulgaria, was the caricature 
lately published by the Kiadderadatch, 
showing the ghost of King Alexander 
of Servia addressing Ferdinand with 
the query: “And when may we ex- 
pect you down here? I ask on behalt 
of Stambuloff.” 

In some ways the present ruler of 
Bulgaria is the most interesting of the 


last, 

ter being the Archduchess Clotilde, 
wife of the Palatine of Hungary, and 
his niece, the Duchess of Orleans. 
Prince Ferdinand is the youngest of the 
five children who were born to the late 
Prince Augustus of Saxe-Coburg and 
Princess Clementine of Orleans, the de- 
termined, brilliant daughter of Louis 
Philippe, whose brothers nicknamed 
her, even as a girl, Clementine de Me- 
dicis. To this remarkable old French 
Princess, now 8% years old, Ferdinand 
owes his unstable throne. He is her 
favorite, and in a diplomatic sense her 
own creation. 

In 1881 Prince Augustus died prema- 
turely and Ferdinand passed entirely 
under his mother’s influence. As a 
young man, he barge, it must be admit- 
ted, the worst of Seputations. He was 
said to be idle, vicious and what the 
French eloquently style un fruit sec. 
Great, therefore, was the general 
amazement when the Bulgarian nation- 
al assembly elected this little-known 
and even less-respected Prince as ruler 
of Bulgaria; but only the princess- 
mother knew what the cost in brains, 
and what was more important to an 
Orleans, in hard cash, came to before 
the triumphant election was secured. 
During the six years that followed, 
Princess Clementine reigned in Sofia, 
adapting herseif with surprising ease 
to the strange, half-barbarous ways of 
life which obtain in the Bulgarian cap- 
ital. Her constant preoccupation in 
those days—as indeed it has again been 
recently—was to provide a suitabie 
bride for her son. At last, repulsed on 
every hand, for neither the man nor his 
position inspired confidence, she se- 
cured him a consort in the eldest child 
of the Duke of Palma. ..-. Her 
death occurred four years ago last 
January, and since then her four chil- 
dren, two boys and two giris, have been 
under the care of their redoubtable 
€randmother. 

It is difficult to eay how Prince Fer- 
dinand is regarded in Bulgaria. The 
astute, noiseless fashion in which he 
contrived to rid himself of Stambu- 
loff, while apparently in no sense to 
blame, inspired fear and respect in 
many who had hitherto only professed 
to hate and despise him. e man is 
curiously Jewish-looking, and many of 
his acquaintances regard him as very

WINTER CAMPAIGN

Dispatch.) The Journafs Monas- 
tir correspondent cables as follows: 

“I have just returned from a visit to 
the insurgent camp, near the frontier, 
where Gen. Zontcheff is in command of 
the insurgents. He is a veteran of the 
Bulgarian army, and with him are 
associated a number of officers belong- 
ing to the Bulgarian reserves. Gen. 
Zontcheff is planning a new move in 
the rebellion that will astonish Burope, 
as well as the Sultan, within the next 
few months. Instead of the war com- 
ing to an end on the approach of win- 
ter in the Balkans, and because of the 
reform talk of the Porte.
